ROKs Hand Ike Truce Terms 


AGITATION FOE a new 


sewage disposal contract be- 
tween the Swissville Sani- 
tary district and Dixon has 
brought emphasis to some 
flaws in the city's own dis- 
posal situation. 


Sources familiar with the sewage 


disposal set up in and out of Dix- 
on argue that city officials are 
not doing all they could to improve 
conditions. 


It is reported that within the 


confines of Dixon, there are ap- 
proximately 300 residences, not 
connected to sewer mains. They 
use cesspools to handle refuse. 
* 
» * 


In some instances, the present 


sewage disposal system makes it 
almost impossible, without the in- 
currence of considerable 
costs, 


for some property owners to con- 
nect to city main's, where avail- 
able. 


But, like those taxpayers bene- 


fiting from the city disposal sys- 
tem, home owners using cess- 
pools pay a sewage disposal tax. 
In addition, such home owners 


must pay a considerable extra 
amount to keep their cesspools in 
operation. It is necessary, on an 
average of twice a year, for these 
taxpayers to have their cesspools 
emptied. 


To do this, they must hire priv 


ate scavengers to pump the cess 
pools and to dispose of the waste 
matter. 


Emptying cesspools is a compar 


•lively routine process involving 
the use of a truck into which the 
waste is loaded. However, dispos 
ing the sewage becomes compli 
cated. 


Under the present situation, 


The city will not allow private 
scavengers to dispose of waste 
by injecting it into Dixon's dis- 
posal mains or by taking It di- 
rectly to the disposal plant. 


* * * 


It is necessary, however, for the 


private scavenger to roam the 
township and county in an effort to 
find a likely dumping spot. And, 
finding such a location is far from 
guaranteed. 


Dixon township officials frown on 


using the township for a "dump 
ing-off place" for obvious reasons. 
And, scavengers caught in the act 
are prosecuted. 


Playing tog with the law, and 


the incurrance of exta expenses 
searching for a place to dump 
the waste matter, lias caused 
scavengers to "up" the cost of 
emptying cesspools . . . to the 
dismay of cesspool owners.

It is argued that if the city 


would allow scavengers to use dis- 
posal facilities within Dixon, it 
would enable them to lower costs 
appreciably, to the benefit of cess- 
pool owners. 


However, the city counters with 


the 
contention 
that 
dumping 


such waste into the Dixon sew- 
age system 
would throw the 


chemistry of the disposal plant 
into a turmoil . . . thus render- 
It ineffective.

A letter received by a local resi- 


dent is at odds with that pretense. 
It is from C. W. Klassen, Illinois 
chief snnit&ry engineer. 


Rcfcring to the disposal of sep- 


tic tank contents pumped out by 
private scavengers in Dixon, Klas- 
sen says: 


"The contents of these septic 


tanks 
and 
cesspools 
could be 


trucked to the Dixon municipal 
sewage-treatment plant and dis- 
charged into the sludge well and 
pumped into the digester. 


"This, of course, is contingent 


upon the attitude of the city and 
the sewage plant operator, but 
we see no objection from strictly 
a technical standpoint."

From the views of the state's 


sanitary engineer, the technical 
problems voiced by city officials 
aa a detergent factor is not so 
important as they would have cit- 
izens believe. 


The council meeting Tuesday 


night would be an excellent time 
for members to investigate the 
problem from the angle that they- 
've not looked thorouoghly into 
every aspect of the situation.' 


Tf not from a monetary stand- 


point, then from 'one of health, 
cosspool users not able to connect 
to city disposal mains, should be 
given some consideration.

an hour increase. The brotherhood 
earlier had asked, among other 
benefits, an hourly pay hike of 25 
cents. 


The 12'i cent boost brought jour- 


neymen's pay to $2.87'/2 an hour.

night's bargaining session had fail- 
ed. Such action would have affect- 
ed an area generally bounded by 
Ohio, in Bureau county, to the 
south; the Wisconsin-Illinois state 
line to the north; Sterling to the.

Royal Event 
Excites With 
Its Splendor 


Half-Million Will 
Sleep Outdoors on 
Eve of Procession

LONDON UP)—Thousands 


upon thousands of excited 
people began the great rush 
for standing room along Lon- 
don's 
glittering coronation 


route today—a full 24 hours 
before Queen Elizabeth II's 
historic crowning and proces- 
sion. 


The capital took on the appear- 


ance of a great outdoor camp. 


Hundreds slept in parks and 


along streets in the chill of Sun- 
day night. As dawn broke, thou- 
sands more swelled the waiting 
throngs. 


Nearly half a million squatters 


were expected to spend tonight, 
coronation eve, in the open to 
await the start of the biggest show 
in a lifetime. 


They brought bedrools, blankets, 


and even hammocks to swing be- 
tween trees. 


Lain Rimh 


A last-minute rush of visitors 


from all corners of the earth was 
under way. 


Planes stacked up to land at 


London's two big airports. Spe- 
cial trains and boats disgorgred 
thousands of others from abroad. 


Traffic along the teeming six- 


mile coronation route is virtually 
at a standstill. 
Solid swarms of 


pedestrians have all but taken 
over many main thoroughfares. 
The crowds are good natured and 
ay. 
For most Britons, the biggest 


holiday in over a decade of au- 
sterity has begun. 


For some it was a particularly 


joyful occasion. 
Jn her last offi- 


cial action before the coronation. 
Elizabeth handed out ranks and 
honors to some 4,000 Britons. 


Among those knighted were two 


of Britain's most popular sports 
igures—World Champion Jockey 
3ordon Richards and Jack Hobbs, 
veteran cricket star. 


The Queen's newest honors list 


marked her majesty's coronation 
and also her official birthday on 
June 11. It rewarded Britons in 
ill walks of life for service and 
seniority. 


Somber Xole 


A somber note was added, how- 


ever, in the death yesterday of 
iVilliam Hepburn, 61, the Queen's 
gardener, while tending 33,000 spe- 
cial blooms he had grown for the 
coronation in Hyde Park. He had 
been awarded the Royal Victorian 
Order, Fifth Class, in the honors 
ist. 


Young Queen Elizabeth may go 


o Westminster Abbey some time 
onight to pray on coronation eve 
ust as did her father. King George 
VI, before he was crowned 16 years 
ago. 


Earlier today she was to hold a 


norning reception and luncheon 
arty in Buckingham Palace for 
epresentatives of Britain's Com- 
monwealth.

MIAMI, Fla.—(/P)—The pretty 15-year-old wife of an army deserter 


was rescued from a narrow ledge on the 25th floor at the Dade county 
courthouse today after threatening, "Get my husband or I'll jump." 


Mrs. Sheila Mosso tumbled into 


the arms of sheriff Thomas .1. Kel- 
ly at 9:13 a.m. (CST-) just three 
hours and 53 minutes after she was 
discovered sobbing and swaying in 
the wind on the one-foot wide 
ledge. 


Faints in .Jail 


She was brought inside the jail 


and then she fainted. 


She was discovered at 5:20 n.m. 


(CST) and a huge crowd gathered 
on the street below, to watch the 
drama on the skyscraper in the 
heart of Miami. 


"I want my husband and if he 


isn't here in two hours I will 
jump," Mrs. Mosso declared. , 


The two hours passed and she 


was still there, sometimes leaning 
against a stone ornament on the 
ledge to keep from falling. 


"I Go Crazy" 


"Get my husband here." she 


kept repeating, "I Inert to commit 
suicide before when I lost my 
baby. 
They wouldn't let me see 


him then. I go crazy when I can't 
see my husband."

Mosso, 24. was at MacDill Field, 
Tampa after his recapture ne:ir 
Ft. Lauderdalc Wednesday. Air

Commercial Atomic Power 
Plant Mapped by 2 Firms 


ST. LOUIS—(.Tl—Monsanto Chemical Company "and Union Electric 


Company of Missouri are planning a 60-million-dollar commercial scale 
atomic power plant which, officials report, might be able to compete 
with coal-burning plants within five years. 


Philip N. Powers, executive ad-1 —— 


ministrator of the firms' 
joint mnkc „ 
onfi leam Qf fij nt 


atomic project, said the plant, as 
now forseen, would have a net 
output of 123.000 kilowatts—aDout 
10 per cent of the present Union 
Electric output. 


The two firms have proposed 


that th,e government help them 
pay for a three-million-dollar ex- 
perimental model of the plant. 
Plans for the pioduction 
plant 


were submitted to the Atomic En- 
ergy commission last summer. 


Monsanto and Union Electric 


working along these lines in teams 
of two each, the AEC leported 
from Washington. 


"We are proceeding as if we 


were going to go ahead and build 
the plant, although the AEC has 
not yet replied to either of our 
proposals," Powers said Saturday 
night. 


Site for the plant has not been 


selected, he said, but it would have 
to be near a plentiful water *upply.

Virtual Ultimatum 
Handed President 
By Syngman Rhee 


WASHINGTON UP)—Presi- 


dent Syngman Rhee reported- 
ly has proposed that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower sign a four- 
point agreement pledging a 
mutual defense pact and fu- 
ture military and financial 
help to South Korea if the 
Seoul government is to drop 
its opposition to the United 
Nations truce terms. 


Rhee's attitude—and what reply 


should be made to his proposition- 
presumably was up for discussion 
at a special meeting of the national 
security council Eisenhower called 
at the White House. 


An authoritative informant said 


the South Korean President sub- 
mitted his program in a message 
sent to Eisenhower through Ameri- 
can Ambassador Ellis Briggs in 
Seoul. 


Four Points 


The four points which Rhee in- 


sisted Eisenhower must agree up- 
on in advance were reported to be: 


1. A pledge to sign a mutual de- 


fense pact with Korea guarantee- 
ing the United States will come to 
Korea's taid in the event the Com- 
munists attack again once a truce 
has been signed. The U. S. was 
asked to promise prompt aid re- 
gardless of what the United Na- 
tions might do in the event of such 
an attack. 


2. A promise by the United 


States to undertake continued large 
scale military and economic aid to 
South Korea. 


3. Simultaneous withdrawal of 


all foreign forces, including Com- 
munist and United Nations troops, 
once truce arrangements are com- 
pleted and prisoners exchanged. 


4. Agreement by the U n i t e d 


States that it ana the United Na- 
tions will not try to stop South 
Korea from uniting the country 
once a truce has been agreed 
upon. 


Explains Terms 


The informant said this last point 


did not mean South Korea con- 
templates use of military force 
against North Korea once a truce 
is reached. But apparently it did 
not rule out the possible use of 
military force.

posal as an effort to "compro- 
mise" present South Korean ob- 
jections to the current United Na- 
tions truce plan which the United 
States is supporting.

Aiken Says Presidential 
Powers Impaired by Rider

WASHINGTON (jfi— 
Sen. Aiken 


(R-Vt) today denounced as an in- 
vasion of the presidential foreign 
policymaking field 
a 
senatorial 


proposal to cut off U. S. contribu- 
tions if the United Nations admits 
Red China. 


But Sen. Mundt (R-SD) predict- 


ed the proposal—up for senate de- 
bats today as a rider to the annual 
money bill for the Stater Com- 
merce and Justice departments- 
will be adopted as a nudge to the 
British to change their Far East- 
ern policies. 


Mundt said that if congress ap- 


proves the rider it ought to be 
taken by the British as a word of 
caution that some similar action 
might be forthcoming to tie up 
foreign aid funds for nations which 


support the Chinese Communist bid 
for a seat on the U.N. security 
council. 


Chairman Wiley (R-Wis) has pie- 


dieted the senate foreign relations 
committee won't approve any such 
limitation on the foreign aid au- 
thorization bill. 


Back lied China 


British leaders have indicated 


they will back Red China's bid for 
a U.N. seat if there is a satisfac- 
tory settlement in Korea. 


Aiken said in a separate inter- 


view he doesn't believe congress 
should invade the presidential field 
of determining foreign policy. 


"If the United States doesn't 


want Red China in the U.N., it 
can exercise its veto," Aiken'de- 
clared. "We ought not to clutter

to whether the admission of Red 
China is subject to veto in tho 
U.K., The question is not simply 
the admission of a new member, 
since China is a permanent mem- 
ber of the security council.

the proposed rider as interfering in 
any way with Eisenhower admin- 
istration policies as he understands 
them. 


"I am sure the President doesn't 


have the remotest idea of agree- 
ing to Red China's membership in 
the U. N. under present condi- 
tions." he said. <

He said that as he interprets 


Eisenhower's

"the President is opposed to recog- 
nition of the Chinese Communists 
as long as they are puppets of 
Moscow." . 


Pointing out that the rider af- 


fects 30 million dollars in U. N. 
funds only for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, the South Dakota 
senator said that even if Peiping 
develops "Titoism" any break with 
Russia would have to be pioved 
by deeds and at least a year would 
be required to shosv good faith.

Brucellosis Is Almost Always 
Spread by Animal Contact

An extremely interesting leiter 


cornos from Air. G.. who writes: 


"Recently, when a case of un- 


dulnnt fever was detected in our 
household, \ve tried to determine 
if our cow, whose milk we drank 
law, 
could be the source of the in- 


fection. She had passed the stand- 
ard county veterinarian's test lor 
Bang's disease less than a year 
bofoic, and had not been in con- 
tact with other cattle since. 


"We were 
disconcerted, 
how- 


f\-°r. to find that our physician 
(loos not consider the standard test 
for Bang's disease in cattle as 
satisfactory. Can you throw any 
lijrht on tins? is there any general 
agreement on when (if even it is 
safp to usu raw cow's milk?" 


It is said that about five out of 


100 of our cattle are infected with 
Bang's disease. 
The blood test, 


which I presume is the standard 
test referred to in the inquiry, is 
of great value in identifying infec- 
ted cattle and hogs. Nevertheless, 
it cannot be relied on absolutely. 
One report at hand says: 


"Attempts to control brucellosis 


in cattle and hogs by the blood ag- 
plutiantion test have been only 
fairly successful. The chief diffi- 
culty . . . has been that highly 
infectious animals in the incuba- 
ting stage of the disease are some- 
times left in the herds. . . . " In 
other words, the test cannot be 
considered 
completely 
reliable, 


though it is helpful. 


Brucellosis, of which there are 


several 
varieties, 
is a disease 


which attacks animals as well as 
human beings. It is estimled for 
eximple, that there are about 1,- 
300,000 dairy cattle and 
800,000 


boef cows involved. No one knows 
how many human beings are af- 
fected with undulant fever, which 
is the principal human form of 
brucellosis. 


For the control of brucellosis in 


cattle, certain legislation has been 
recommended. 
On 
the 
national 


level, it is suggested that the Sec- 
retaiy of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture should be authorized to 
establish regulations governing the 
interestate transportation of infec- 
ted animals or those exposed. 


States probably should sponsor 


a program of reporting, testing, 
vaccinating and other steps which 
have been shown to be valuable in 
eliminating this disease in cattle.

Swine are also affected with this 


disease. The control and elimina- 
tion of brucellosis in cattle, pigs, 
and other animals should event- 
tually be of great benefit not only 
to the livestock and agricultural 
industries, 
but also 
to human 


beings. We acquire the infection 
almost always 
from 
eating or 


drinking 
contaminated 
products 


and coming in contact with Infect- 
ed animals rather than by direct 


spread from one person to anoth- 
er. 


Until brucellosis is eliminated 


in 
livestock, 
pasteurization 
of 


milk, careful cooking of meat, and 
well-known 
sanitary 
precautions 


should be helpful in reducing the 
number of human beings attacked. 
There are a number of satisfac- 
tory home 
pasteurizers on the 


market.

Not even in a fam- 
ily do you find equality and, in a parliament of the world, the big na- 
tions would be looking out for No. 1, in various combinations, just at 
political machines do in city councils, state legislatures and the Con- 
gress of the U. S. A. 


"The story has been repeated so often that some vast number of 


Americans, perhaps all but a few, believe that the League of Nations 
was wrecked by a few willful men who were unnecessarily and sin- 
fully suspicious of the politicians and peoples of Europe.

Fantastic Threat to UN 


President Syngman Rhee of Korea never has been noted 


for his tolerance of viewpoints other than his own. But the 


* attitude of the Korean leader, his cabinet and his legislative 
« followers on the subject of a truce goes well beyond the limits 
* of reasonableness. 


The idea of a South Korean revolt against any possible 


" truce decision is fantastic. The suggestion has even been 
* -made that ROK troops be pulled out of the line, with drawn 


from UN command in protest.

Since ROK armies hold two-thirds of the present line and 


their removal would leave their own country exposed to new 


* Communist invasion on a wide front, it is hard to see the 


sense of this threat.

In" truth, South Korean thinking on this whole problem 


is more colored by emotion than strengthened by good sense. 
' - 
Knee's objective, to achieve a united Korea, is under- 


standable to all free men. Indeed, it is the ultimate goal of 
the United Nations itself. It would be strange if feelings did 
*»ot run strong on the torn soil of the Korean peninsula. 


Yet the fulfillment of that objective is not now prac- 


tically realizable. The Chinese and North Koreans holding 
the bulk of North Korea are deeply entrenched. Even assum 
ing no greater aid from Russia, they could be dislodged by 
UN forces only at extreme cost in men and materiel. 


Neither the United States nor any other Allied power 


represented in Korea has shown any disposition to pay that 
cost.

Does Rhee sincerely believe that ROK forces which span 


just two-thirds of the front could do this job alone, without 
vast assistance from the U. S.? Does he imagine that in the 
unlikely event his armies reached the Yalu river, he would 
then be able to defend successfully-the 500-mile frontier which 
thereafter would be his? 


Rhee and his associates are thinking with their glands, 


talking in a vacuum of unreality. You cannot unite Korea 
with rhetoric, and the Korean president apparently does not 
wish to face that fact.

by making -his jump overcall of 
three diamonds, but South refused 
to be shut out. The South hand 
Wasn't strong enough for a bid of 
three spades, but South was the 
kind of player who reacts violently 
to an opponent's shutout bid. 


It is impossible to blame West 


for his penalty double of three

spades. Apparently West had two 
sure trump tricks, a fairly sure 
club trick, and whatever his part- 
ner could provide in diamonds. 


West began by leading his sin- 


gleton diamond, and East contin- 
ued the suit. West discarded the 
jack of clubs on his partner's sec- 
ond diamond trick, and East obe- 
diently shifted to clubs at the third 
trick. 


South 
hopefully 
put 
up 
the 


queen of clubs, but West covered 
with the king, and dummy had to 
win with the ace. Declarer got 
to his hand by means of the king 
of hearts and returned a trump 
towards dummy. 
West could not 


afford to' put up the ace of spades, 
since then he would get only one 
trump trick. West therefore played 
low, and dummy won with the 
queen of spades. 


It was now safe for declarer to 


cash the ace and queen of hearts, 
on the second of which he could 
throw a losing club. He continued 
by ruffing a low heart, and then led 
his last diamond towards dummy. 


Once more West was put in the 


same embarrassing position. If he 
ruffed with the jack of spades, 
dummy t would promptly 
discard 


the low club, and West's club trick 
would vanish.

The Doctor Says; 


Brucellosis Is Almost Always 
Spread by Animal Contact 


By EWVIN i». JOKDON, M. U. 


An extremely interesting letter 


comes from Mr. G., who writes: 


"Recuntly. when a case of un- 


dulnnt fever was detected in out- 
household, we tried to determine 
if our cow, whose milk we drank 
jaw, could be the source of the in- 
fection. She had passed the stand- 
ard county veterinarian's test lor 
Hang's disease less than a year 
bpfoie. and had not been in con- 
tact with other cattle since. 


"We were disconcerted, 
how- 


«*vor, to find that our physician 
do^s not consider the standard test 
for Bang's disease in rattle as 
satisfactory. Can you throw any 
lijrht on this? Is there any general 
agreement on when (if ever! it is 
safe to use raw cow's milk?" 


It is said that about five out of 


100 of our cattle are infected with 
Bang's disease. 
The blood test. 


winch I ptesume Is the standard 
test referred to in the inquiry, is 
of great value in identifying infec- 
ted cattle and hogs. Nevertheless, 
it cannot be relied on absolutely. 
One report at hand says: 


"Attempts to control brucellosis 


in cattle and hogs by the blood ag- 
£lutiantion test have been only 
fairly successful. The chief diffi- 
culty . . . has been that highly 
infectious animals in the incuba- 
ting stage of the disease are some- 
times left in the herds. . . . " In 
other words, the test cannot be 
considered 
completely 
reliable, 


though it is helpful. 


Brucellosis, of which there are 


several 
varieties, is a 
disease 


which attacks animals as well as 
human beings. H is estimted for 
example, that there are about 1,- 
300.000 dairy cattle and 
SOO.OOO 


b"ef cows involved. No one knows 
how many hum,an beings are af- 
fected with undulant fever, which 
is the principal human form of 
brucellosis. 


For the control of brucellosis in 


cattle, certain legislation has been 
recommended. 
On 
the 
national 


level, it is suggested that the Sec- 
retary of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture should be authorized to 
establish regulations governing the 
intercstate transportation of infec- 
ted animals or those exposed. 


States probably should sponsor 


a program of reporting, testing, 
vaccinating and other steps which 
have been shown to be valuable in 
eliminating this disease in cattle.

Swine are also affected with this 


disease. The control and elimina- 
tion of brucellosis in entile, pigs,

228 lives. Drownings accounted for 
90 more deaths and 45 died in a 
variety of accidents, raising the 
total to 363. 


The safety council had predicted

Once the golf grip has been 


mastered, the next step is the 
stance. 


The latter is second only to the 


grip in importance. 


The first time any person swings 


a club, he or she is not aware of 
any fancy footwork. The beginner 
merely steps up to the ball in a 
comfortable manner, places his 
feet in a position that will enable 
him to swing, and hits the ball 
without falling on his face. 


The 
problem 
from 
the first 


swing of the club is one of fun- 
damental balance. 


The problem never changes as 


Ion? as you play. 


The player changes as his game 


progresses, however, and it gen- 
erally isn't long until his stance 
becomes a riddle and a problem. 
He fidgets and slides his feet 
around until he has made a pro- 
ject out of a simple fundamental. 


I don't mean to imply that any 


stance will suffice as long as you 
can stand up after you awing, but 
want to stress right from the start 
that the main purpose of the 
stance is to maintain balance. 


That brings us back to my orig- 


inal point about the beginner who 
takes a natural stance to maintain 
balance without actually realizing 
why he stands beside the ball in 
that manner. 


He has no idea how to place his

royal stables now, many of them 
loaned by private owners for the 
event.

Royal horses don't do too badly. 


Their stable was designed by 'a 
noted architect, and each horse 
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has a sink with running water by 
his manger.

Windsor grays ranging from Noahl 
the stable patilarch at 22, down to 
Tipperary. a bioth of a horse at 4. 


Only eight of the grays, how- 


ever, will be used to pull the state 
coach in which Queen Elizabeth 
rules. They will be accompanied 
by 13 men—four postillions whose 
feet icst in stinups of real gold, 
eight grooms who will walk beside 
the horses, and one who will walk 
behind the couch.

15,000 pounds annually, and at the 
time of her marriage to 30,000 
pounds with extia grants for the 
upkeep of Clarence house. 


To those who think these figines 


large I would point out what in- 
flated expenses Royalty have to 
bear. Princess Elizabeth had to 
furnish her house literally "fit for 
a king" to live in. 


It would not have been in the 


country's interests for the Heiress 
Presumptive to live in a suburban 
bungalow. 


Just as. when she went abroad, 


the Princess was our No. 1 am- 
bassadress, so. at home, hers was 
the home which typified the coun- 
try. 


To maintain it she had to em- 


ploy a staff far larger than her 
private tastes dictated. She had 
to have a comptroller to handle

nances; a secretary to handle the 
huge mail which came to her daily 
and deal with "her appointments

weie pension«rs grown old in Roy- 
al service who had to be provided 
for in their retirement. 


Another expense was the major 


outlay of entertaining foreign dig- 
nitaries who visit the country and 
cannot be entertained by a sand- 
wich and a cup of tea. They must 
be met with the pomp and cere- 
mony suitable to their rank. 


Banquets and 
garden 
parties 


sometimes cost the King as much 
as 3,000 pounds each. All this had 
to come out of his grant. And, 
similarly, the Princess' smaller- 
scale entertaining came out of 
hers. 


This they accepted as part of 


their duty. But it could not be 
pleasant for them to have to face, 
on the top of that burden, criti- 
cism of the monies they are allow- 
ed, so little of which remains for 
their private needs.

result of budget cuts. 


The house veterans committee 


has summoned VA officials before 
it Wednesday for questioning on 
the reports. 


The house appropriations sub- 


committee handling VA funds is 
scheduled to meet Friday for final 
action. 
Subcommittee Chairman 


Phillips (R-Calif) declined to com- 
ment on reports that some medical 
care funds may be restored.

Omahans drowned Sunday night 
when a 16-foot hunting and fishing 
boat capsized in the Missouri river, 
about* 2',a miles southeast of here.
